These 
are eaallj dstaeted, ffom tho fact that they 
generally have "awoUod" or pulled up 
ends, and, after opening, by the exercise 
of common aento In tho uao of the organs 
of tosto and smell No ono thinks of eat* 
ing a decayed potato, or apoUed eggs. Ilah 
or meata, bat ioiua eonatunera teem to 
think that beeaoiea thlnf la put np In 



slanri s. prepare It tnr the table and oat It 
"lilu.ui tile hiv'htesidlscrlmlnatlon. This 
sumotimes results In more or less severe 
attaoksof cholera morbus, whieh. In these 
daysof ■onaatioual press dlsuutehes.ore us- 
ndlr annonaopd aa "canuea goods poison- 
latr. Befo*B(lleln««ntionotoannadgoodi, 
ebolera moftnu was as eommnn as It Is 
now, but It was called ehnleni morbus, 
and not "canned gomU imL-iiiiiiig." 

It la beginning to lie lueliTstnoii hy tho 
medleal profession and the puhlle that 
this tnyo of Illness is largely the reanlt i>f 
the ueconi)>oBition of organic matter, 
which, in Its earlier BtagoB, deTelopa a 
form uf alkaloid poison, tocunlcaUy known 
OS ptamatnet; but taeh eaaea are moto 
common with apoUod meat, flih, milk, 
cbeoao and lee eroam than from canned 

f:ood8, and it la aafe to lay that, connider- 
ng the enormoae amount of ciuinod goods 
used, thoy aro more wholesoino than any 
similar amount of food not canned. —

A scHip book gcnorally Is like a dku-y: you 
begin to keep It with extreme exobwanea,

1 liegan simply by ortlerlng from my cnn- 
groasman an edition do luxo nf the rej-irt nf 
tlio commissioner of |.-liieati.,n, Ij-miiii in 
plain nnulln nnd li.ianls. Taking a volumo 
of this kind to my ulry Billt of hull bednyjin 
and woodbox, with tbo kcou blade of a 
iMtcberknita loot oat two bavaa and lafta 
third all the wajr tta>oi«h witliout marring 
the general plot of the book.
